There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  (Consultation) 
open  every  Tuesday,  10  -  12  noon  and  2.00  p.n.  to  4.00  p.m. 

Cases  attend  the  clinic  in  Rochdale  by  arrangement  or 
1,  Wesley  Street,  when  the  clinic  is  open* 

Domiciliary  midwifery  is  carried  out  by  midwives  under 
the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

The  home  help  service  is  run  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  Divisional  Health  No.  13. 

Cases  requiring  treatment  are  treated  at  the  Cleansing 
Centre  in  Rochdale. 

Clinics  are  held  monthly  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  every  month. 

The  ambulance  service  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  from  the  Centre  at  Whitefield. 

The  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.
